Covina, coming fifth in a series of 1 


county demonstrations of tractor anil 
power farming operations, ha>s produced 
the largest school and attendance of any 
in the history of the series, according to 
a statement made this week by E. J. 
Stiriiiman, specialist in agricultural en- 
gineering for the University of Califor- 
nia, under whose direction the instruc- 
tion has been given. 


Beginning on Monday of this week 


at the shops of the Covina Union high 
school, eighty odd owners and operators 
of tractors gathered each day to take 
apart and reassemble all kinds of tract- 
ors, the machines being furnished by 
the owners and by commercial firms. 
Some of the most prominent and suc- 
cessful ranchers in Los Angeles county, 
mostly from the immediate upper San 
Gabriel valley, were seen at work in 
overalls, dissembling their favorite pow- 
er machine and struggling with the prin- 
ciples of power farming in general. 
Bobert H. Neely, former president of 
the Los Angeles county farm bureau; 
George W. Aschenbrenner, president of 
the Covina farm center; C. D. Griffiths, 
and more than seventy-five others, near- 
ly all well known and ranging from 
youth to the shady side of life, were 
seen busily at work, and all were en- 
thusiastic at the amount of knowledge 
they were able to pick up under the tu- 
telage of the men from the university. 


With Mr. Stiriiiman were his aides, 


William Cory and B. B. Lunde, both 
from the engineering department at the 
university farm at Davis. These men 
took tractors that were 
functioning 


properly and disarranged the parts in 
such a way that they would not work, 
setting the students at work to put 
them in proper condition. In the school 
shops there were lessons in valve grind- 
ing and other machine work. All phases 
of the business of keeping a power 


than the actual ability to fix the ma- 
chine when out of order. If the owner 
or operator knew when the machine was 
not functioning properly he will see that 
it is repaired before the machine is 
ruined or badly injured. The school was 
not run for the purpose of aiding the 
owner of a tractor to do his own repairs, 
Mr. Stirniman said. In some instances 
there would be instruction that might 
make it possible for the owner to repair

mining that the machine was out of or- 
der and sending it to a commercial 
garage for repairs.

said. The principal value of the in- 
struction was that of preventing injury 
to machines through ignorance. Teach- 
ing the making of adjustments was of 
big value to the rancher and operator, 
because much of this work can be done 
right in the field. 


The university men are collaborating 


with the farm bureau, the arrangements 
for the Coviua meeting having been 
made by Farm Advisor Hodgson and 
President Aschenbrenner. The school is 
held for a week each in fourteen coun- 
ties this year. From Covina the school 
moves to Santa Ana, thence to Imperial, 
thence to San Bernardino and Kiver- 
side, and on up the coast to the north- 
ern counties. The men carry a large

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A new England farm philosopher of other days was wont to 


say that you could lead a calf on a long rope, but if you hitched 
him on a long tether he'd break his neck sooner or later. 


He applied this to the desirability of letting young humans 


range wide, with as little restraint as possible inside of a given 
space that was good for them. 


The< United States government, through the eighteenth 


amendment, applied a restriction to the liquor business, but be- 
ing wise, like the old New Englander, has been exercising the 
policy of holding the liquor business within as short a restraint 
as could be accomplished without running the risk of the whole 
country getting up in arms about it. The eighteenth amend- 
ment was the right thing; it had to be done; it was overdue, and 
theoretically with its passage the business of selling and drink- 
ing liquor ceased. But to stop it forthwith, even though the 
law said so to do, was not only an impossibility, but unwise. 
The government did not wink at the law, but many supposedly- 
law-abiding citizens did, and do. It was up to the government 
to stop the liquor traffic, but at the same time to keep the country 
from fomenting trouble. Therefore, the long rope was used at 
first, with the idea, no doubt, of shortening the length as the 
chance came to take a snub around a convenient tree or post. 


The government has arrived at the place where it is taking up 


the slack. There may be many who wonder why it was that 
editorials in great newspapers all over the country suddenly 
bloomed out a few days ago, advocating the' upholding of the 
constitution, and beginning a concerted drive against the boot- 
legger, silk stocking bootleggers included. Many may have won- 
dered why some great newspapers, /known to have been di*- 
gruntled over the dry law, suddenly began to belch forth fire 
and brimstone against the drinker, the purveyor, the transporter 
and the one of guilty knowledge. 


It was because a cabinet officer of President Harding called 


fifty-two editors and owners of big newspapers to Washington, 
and read a sort of polished riot act to them. 


"You've got to quit poking fun at the constitution of the 


United States," he said. "Either you are for the eighteenth 
amendment or you are against the constitution. If the country 
is allowed to kill the eighteenth amendment the bolsheviks will 
pick on another amendment and that one will have to go, and 
when we start down hill we are liable to gain a -momentum that 
will carry this democracy into a place where the Russians are 
at the present time." And the heavy artillery of the press 
forthwith-was trained on liquor and all who dabble with it. 
Many editors did not wait to get home, but telegraphed instruc- 
tions to open fire along the entire front. 


Out here in Covina, curiously enough, where we are not sup- 


posed to be heavyweights in civil government, we have been of 
the opinion all along that the eighteenth amendment was at 
present the weakest link in our constitutional government, and 
that unless it was reinforced the government itself would have 
to face the question of whether there was anything sacred or 
worth while in Jhe constitution. 
The constitution is the supreme 


law of the land. Open violation of it means that our democracy 
is being flouted, and that this form of free government cannot 
exist as long as there is a large part of the people defying the 
mandates that the people have made. 


We know too much about so-called great newspapers to be- 


' lieve that they are the power in the land they individually may 


think they are. But we do believe that when fifty-two great 
newspapers concentrate upon a drive that has a real moral foun- 
dation, they will sweep the country into line within a short time. 
They are backed, not only by their prestige and circulation, but 
by the fact that they have taken the right stand. "Thrice arm- 
ed is he whose cause is just." 


You will see a distinct tightening up of the liquor business 


all over the United States from now on. If the bootleggers of 
Chicago, New York, San Francisco or Los Angeles get no sym- 
pathy from bankers, instead of getting not only sympathy but 
custom from bankers; if business men everywhere quit bragging 
about the wonderful brand of whiskey they were able to secure 
from some friend who has a friend who runs a yacht between 
Canada and this country or Mexico and this country; if every 
officer in the United States takes the back track every time he 
encounters a drunk and learns the lair of the booze instead of 
throwing the poor, poisoned devil into the city tanks; if every 
newspaper in the big cities" will frown upon the sly thrust at 
the law, expunge the propaganda of the brewer, and refuse to 
find anythng funny in the flouting of the con.«:.tution in its 
entirety—the country will soon be dry. Bootleggers mcst have 
powerful friends in order to ply their trade. 


Out here in Covina we want to express our appreciation of 


President Harding for beginning to take up the slack in the 
rope. We believe that the situation has been handled in the 
right way from the first, and that as the months go on the tether 
will grow shorter and will cease to gall. 


And anyway, as Richmond Pearson might say, "It's a matter 


of Hobson's choice."

POUR KEG OF WINE IN GUTTER 


FOLLOWING CONVICTION IN COURT 


Italian Given Stiff Fine and Jail Sentence for 


Transporting Liquor in Covina—Two Young 


Covina Men Receive Heavy Fines. 


Sentencing I. Pontrelli, an Italian, to 


thirty days in the county jail, and add- 
ing a fine of .t.'iOO, Justice of the Peace 
Thomas B. Reed, sitting in the record- 
er's court, handed a severe jolt to the 
man who had been arrested on Monday 
night in Covina by City Marshal Cren- 
shaw, while said to have been in the 
act of delivering intoxicating liquor 
to one "Dago Joe," living in an allry

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Following the sentence a crowd "of 


Covina citizens witnessed the pouring 
of a keg of wine into the gutter on 
Citrus avenue, in front of the Covina 
city hall, the liquor having been ordered 
destroyed. 
While not the first time 


that courts liavc caused liquor to be 
poured in the streets of Covina, it was 
remarked that it has been a long time 
since this kind of an object lesson has 
been given here 


City Marshal Crenshaw and Night- 


watchman Lee Godfrey had been watch- 
ing the home of "Dago Joe" for a 
number or days, having received a tip 
that the Italian was receiving liquor. 
According to testimony by the city 
marshal, the officer caught Pontrelli in 
the act of delivering the keg of wine. 


Pontrelli 's wife and child were in 


court on Tuesday night when the case 
was called, occupying a position near 
the defendant, and Pontrelli was de- 
fended by the noted Italian lawyer, 
F. M. Andrea ni of Los Angeles. The 
Italian pleaded guilty to transporting 
liquor, and the line and jail sentence 
followed. 


Justice Eeed, in a statement at the 


time, said that any and all persons 
brought before him on this and similar 
charges will be given (he limit that can 
be handed out under the law. He told 
Pontrelli that not only was he guilty 
of violating a city ordinance, but that 


he was defying and disobeying the con- 
stitution of the United States. 
The 


justice said that no leniency would be 
accorded anyone found guilty of this 
constitutional violation. 


The ordinance under which the arrest 


was made is one adopted by the city of 
Covina recently, and is essentially a 
copy of the eighteenth amendment of 
the constitution, and follows closely 
also the county ordinance. Under this 
new ordinance it is rendered easier for 
the officers to procure evidence and 
make arrests. 


YOUNG MEN ARE FINED. 


As an aftermath of the spectacular 


wreck of a Ford automobile at the cor- 
ner of Citrus avenue and Badillo street 
a week ago Saturday night, as told in 
last week's issue of the Argus, George 
Overholtzer, son of Mr. and Mrs. W. 
H. Overholtzer of this valley, pleaded 
guilty to driving an automobile while 
intoxicated before City Recorder Staf- 
ford last Friday morning, and was fined 
one hundred dollars. Young Overholtzer 
had spent several days in the city jail 
previous to his sentence. 
The young 


man's mother and sister, Rev. George 
F. Chemberlen, Rev. 8. W. Funk and 
other prominent church people of the 
valley, were present in court when the 
sentence was pronounced.

Stafford gave the young man a serious 
talk on the necessity for choosing bet- 
ter companions, and stated that he was 
satisfied that the young man had not 
told all he could fell about the place 
where he got the liquor. Overholtzer's 
fine was paid and he was released. 


Karl Gant. the young man who plead- 


ed guilty to a charge of intoxication, 
and who was with Overholtzer in the 
car at the time of the accident, was 
fined fifty dollars.

Grossi, F. Bruce, and F. Housepian of 
the Sanger district—all being alike in 
quality—was packed in the same way 
at the same time and loaded in the 
same car. 


Since this fruit was a standard of per- 


fection, to determine the relative merits 
of two brands, some fruit from each 
grower's vineyard was packed under 
the Queen brand and same under the 
Blue Goose brand. The car was sold at 
auction in Chicago. 


The Queen brand sold for .^.25 per 


orate—the Blue Goose brand brought 
$-.75 per crate. 


Since the fruit was all of one grade, 


packed at the same time and in the 
same manner, it must be evident that 
the trademark Blue Goose was responsi- 
ble for 50 cents premium a crate above 
that obtained for the same fruit under 
the other brand.

While there are upwards of sixty of 


hcse producer groups, 
each 
having 


!rom 100 to 15,000 members, there are 
:wenty-seven which are big institutions, 
virtually controlling the 
product 
in 


which their money is invested. These 
twenty-seven ;cooperative associations 
represent 60,000 farmers and guide the 
destiny of $250,000,000 worth of busi- 
ness every year. 


Once in a while some one in a distant 


state, generally a New York importer 
of competitive products, raises a howl 
to the effect that California fruit .grow- 
ers control the market and charge what 
they please for the goods. 
This one 


point is conceded. Many of them do 
control the supply, but not the market. 
And it is well for the consumer that 
the supply is under control. 


By controlling supply, California co- 


operative market systems have, to a 
surprising degree, eliminated the specu- 
lator. By building up carefully studied 
and tested systems of distribution they 
have succeeded in spreading their pro- 
ducts evenly over the country instead 
of permitting a glut in one place and 
a famine in another. A glut will send 
prices down so sharply that the pro- 
ducer will fail to get back the cost of 
production, in many instances, and a 
'amine will send prices up so high that 
he consumer will suffer a hardship. 


EXTENDING THE MARKETS.

The raisin 
growers have 13,000 members, the wal- 
nut growers have over eighty per cent 
of the producers in their association. 
The citrus growers have just completed 
plans for the organization of a steam- 
ship company, capitalized at several mil- 
lion dollars, which will ship a good 
share of the citrus fruit production to 
eastern markets via the Panama canal 
to reap the benefit of greatly reduced 
transportation rates. 


The California Walnut Growers' As- 


sociation has likewise rounded out a 
most successful year by conducting a 
ship-by-water campaign which gave the 
railroads such a jolt that they suddenly 
decided, early in November, that they 
could lower walnut freight rates from 
$2.33 to $1.75 per 100 pounds. This one 
concession, association officials say, will 
mean a saving of $300,000 a year in 
transportation rates, und the consumer, 
in the natural course of events, will get 
his full share of the benefit. 


The cardinal feature of cooperative 


marketing is wide and even distribution, 
coupled with reduction of overhead ex- 
penses. The cooperators, through highly 
efficient business organizations, aim to 
take up all the slack in the distributing 
system and eliminate, as much as pos-
